$1,000,000 by the East Bay Water 
company are needed to permit cities 
to provide additional. fire protection, 
according to statements by represen- 
tatives of seven East Bay cities be- 
fore the Railroad Comm sion. 

The Railroad Commission called the 
hearing - after negotiations between 
Oakland, Berkeley ‘and the water 
compary, suggested by the commis- 
sion, had failed because of legal 
difficulties encountered. 

Representatives of Oakland, Berke* 


Tey, Alameda, Richmond, Emeryville, | 


Piedmont and San Leandro declared 
that additional pipe lines for fire 
protection were imperative, and the 
water company expressed willingness 
to proceed ‘with the work’ of jinstalla- 
tion. The object of the heating was 
to work out some plan scatisfactory 
to the cities, the water company and 
the commission wereby the company 
could immediately proceed with. the 
installation of the mains. 

Cilty Attorney Matt Lynch of Ber- 
keley placed Chester A. Smith, con- 
sulting engineer; City Engineer James 
Eddy, Fire Chief Sidney Rose, and 


City Manager John. Edy on the stand. 


All of the Berkeley representatives 
testified to the necessity for additionai 
mains and presented maps showing 
the desired location of the pipe lines. 
n reply to a question by Edwin O. 
Edgerton. president of the water com- 
pany, Edy said that the Berkeley 
plans for fire mains had been pro- 
posed by the city of Berkeley, and 
that while. they did not represent an 
ideal system, the plans were all that 
Berkeley could afford.
